Pioneer Founder’s Day, originally started in 
1946, is being reinstated by the Sierra Madre Cham- 
aer of Conimeree with the eulmination of their 
celebration set for Oct. 12. 

Chairman of the five-week promotion, .lack 
Marston, announced this week that plans include a 
ni. drawing that Saturday in Memorial Park. 
Besides a mystery grand prize that will not be 
nounced until the last minute, the chamber is also 
giving away a cassette AM/fM radio, a stereo 
cassette component system, a video cassette rccord- 
and a 25” RCA color television set. 

Marston says there will be a children’s parade 
which will include children walking and others 
being pulled by their parents in wagons. This is an 
opportunity for children 10 years and under to be a 
part of the celebration. 

According to the .lune 8, 1950 edition ot The 
News, 71 entries were signed up for the Fourth 
Annual Pioneer Days Parade the following week, 
June 10. 

Parade entries included hands, comedy acts, 
Boats, civic organizations. Boy and Ciirl Scouts, 
Campfire Ciirls, dog and cat entries, many indi\i- 
duals in pioneer costumes as well as antique cars. 


The Sierra Madre News printed a supplement 
edition for this special occasion that included the 
entire town in the celebration. 

The celebration that year started on Thursday 
and ended Sunday since there was also a carnival 
in town.

• It establishes for you a stable and 
responsible government. 

• It makes you a citizen of the United 
States, if native born. 

• It gives you citizenship, if foreign born, 
on complying with liberal naturalization 
laws. 

• It allows you a voice in the govern¬ 
ment through the officials whom you help 
to elect. 

• It guarantees you life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

• It defends your rights even against the 
government itself. 

• It makes you equal with all men before 
the law. 

• It confirms your religious freedom, 
and liberty of conscience. 

• It accords you free, lawful speech. 

• It guarantees you together with all 
people the right of peaceable assembly. 

• It permits you to petition the govern¬ 
ment to right your wrongs. 

• It guards your property rights. 

• It prohibits the government from taking 
your property without due process of law. 

• It lets you hold any office in the gift 
of the nation for which you are qualified. 

• It enables you to become a citizen of 
any state. 

• It prevents you from being held to 
answer to a complaint unless you have 
been lawfully accused. 

• It ensures your right of trial by jury of 
your fellow men. 

• It grants you the right of habeas corpus, 
that is, the right to know why you are 
held a prisoner. 

• It assures you a speedy trial. 

• It permits your having counsel for 
defense. 

• It prevents your being tried again if 
once acquitted. 

• It permits you to have a trial in the 
state and district in which you may be 
charged with an offense against the laws. 

• It lends you the power of govern¬ 
ment to compel witnesses to appear in 
your behalf. 

• It relieves you from compulsion to tes¬ 
tify against yourself. 

• It forbids excessive bail. 

• It forbids excessive fines or cruel 
punishment. 

• It protects you from slavery in any 
form. 

• It keeps any state from depriving you 
of your constitutional rights. 

• It sanctions your bearing arms for the 
protection of your life and home. 

• It secures your home from search ex¬ 
cept by lawful warrant. 

• It guarantees you that the legal ob¬ 
ligation of contracts shall not be im¬ 
paired. 

• It permits you to participate in amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution from time to 
time.

“Children Learn From Pets”

baby, the family adopted their first pet. By 
the time their second child was born, they had 
two pets and now that they have five children, 
they also have five pets. 

This was not planned by design, all their 
pets came to them as strays or orphans. This 
seemingly fateful accumulation of pets worked 
out splendidly for the family. W-'fiile I don’t 
recommend that parents plan to have equal 
numbers of children and pets, it is interesting 
to note that pets are helpful in parenting. 

Here’s how; 

• Partners in Affection: Dogs and cats are 
generally always in the mood for giving and 
receiving affection. 

• Entertainers: A child’s attention can be

diverted for hours by playing with and being 
entertained by pets. 

• Instillers of Responsibility: ,A child who 
shares the responsibility of a pet, will learn 
to attend to the needs of others and this is 
essential for growth towards maturity. 

• Lessons in Nature: Children and adults 
are faseinated by the ways of animals. Pets 
are unlike us and like us in many aspects. 

• Confidants: Every child needs a good listen¬ 
er and often times a non-judgmental one. 
Pets are more satisfying than teddy bears or 
dolls, since pets can respond with a wag of a 
tail or a purr. 

• Source of Security: A pet is a security 
blanket — familiar and comforting. To gain 
reassurance, children often displace their own 
anxiety onto a pet (“1 have to stay with 
Maggie because she’s afraid.”) 

• Mediators of Mortality: The life cycle of 
family pets can be instructive to children in 
areas of birth, sickness and death, and children 
can learn to manage the feelings elicited by 
each experience.

Collection scam 
Is documented 

The “possible” scam reported in last week’s 
edition of The News has turned out to be an actual 
scam, according to a United Parcel Service spokes¬ 
person. 

A Sierra Madre woman reported to the Sierra 
Madre News that a plainclothes male came to her 
home requesting C.O.D. funds in return for a book¬ 
let. The man asked for the woman’s daughter, 
saying he was to collect money on the U.P.S. 
package. He was not in uniform and was not 
driving a company truck. 

The woman excused herself, called her daughter 
and inquired whether or not her daughter had 
ordered a package from U.P.S. The daughter said 
“no,” so the Sierra Madre woman told the un¬ 
identified man she did not have enough money to 
pay him. 

He told her he would take a check but she 
demurred. 

Although supervisors often go out into the field 
in plainclothes to collect on certain U.P.S. items, 
this was not one of those cases, the U.P.S. spokes¬ 
person said. 

If anyone who says he is from U.P.S. comes to 
any doors in this foothill area, identification should 
be requested. If the person has no identification, 
the Sierra Madre police at 355-1414 should be called. 

Johnson’s hearing 
continued to Sept.17 

The preliminary hearing for Vernon Vil- 
roy Johnson, Sierra Madre, who has been 
charged with the murder of his wife, has 
been continued until Tuesday, Sept. 17. It was 
originally continued to Sept. 3. 

Susan Wondries is the deputy district 
attorney who will try the case. The detense 
attorney is privately retained. 

The body of Betty Florence Johnson 
was found June 8 on Acacia Street, a block 
from the Johnson home on Valle Vista. An 
autopsy indicated that a gunshot in her head 
had killed her. 

Sierra Madre Search and Re.scue Team was 
called in and the possible murder weapon, a 
.357 magnum, was found Sunday down the 
cliff behind the home. Johnson was arrested 
Sunday and has recently been out on $50,000 
bail.

Madre City Council meet¬ 
ing was passage of the 
emergency ordinance im¬ 
posing a moratorium on 
any new R-3 multiple 
family developments for 
a period of 45 days. 

Ordinance No. 1018, 
Section 2, was adopted 
to read: “. . . a mora¬ 
torium is hereby imposed 
upon any new R-3 Mul¬ 
tiple Family Development 
for which an application 
for a C.U.P., building 
permit, application for 
approval of a plot plan, 
or tentative maps, has 
not been made in the city 
of Sierra Madre and any 
and all provisions of the 
Sierra Madre Municipal 
Code authorizing such 
construction or use are 
hereby suspended.” 

What that means is that 
several pieces of con¬ 
struction now in the 
making will be halted for 
45 days. The planning 


and building departments 
will put on ice all ap¬ 
plications and issuance 
of building permits for 
new R-3 multiple family 
development. The ordin¬ 
ance, which is projected 
to be in effect for 45 
days, may be extended as 
required. 

It becomes effective 
immediately and the ordi¬ 
nance will be published 
in The Sierra Madre 
News. 

This emergency action 
is a spinoff of a regular 
city council meeting Aug. 
27 when members decided 
to request that the Plan¬ 
ning Commission review 
and study development 
standards. 

In other business, prob¬ 
ably the agenda item that 
took the most time, was 
the appeal of Nadar 
Roshanaee, 90 N. Bald¬ 
win Ave., to operate an 
auto service center with¬ 
in a C-1 commercial 
zone. Several neighbors 
of the proposed business 
spoke against the shop 
and the council swiftly 


voted against the appeal. 

The Planning Commis¬ 
sion had denied the cen¬ 
ter twice while applica¬ 
tion was modified and 
reapplication was made.

A c'ood “spotter” is a person who 
knows textiles, dyes and chemistry — and he’s a 
gof)d diagnostician and craftsman as well. 

When you’re ill, yriu can tell yriur doctor 
what’s wrone. He proceeds from there. A spot 
tain cannot talk, and therefore, diagnosis 
I ■.omeiirncs pretty difficult.

On dry cleanable clothing, leave them
